OFFICIAL UkPORT OF GEN. BUBRSIOQB.

Camp in bear or VicKsama, Ml*s. J 
Capt. J. Hough, A. A. O. 10th Division: 

In compliance with an order from Division 
Headquarters I herewith submit the following 
report of the proceedings of my brigade since 
leaving Miiliken's Bend, La. 

On the 13th day of April, 18G3, I received 
orders to have my brigade prepare two days 
cooked rations and be ready to march at a 
moment's notice. On the mornint; of the 14th 
I received orders to march, and by 4 o'clock 
P. M. was ready for the road, and marched to 
Oak Grove Plantation, where we encamped 
till next morning. 

Resumed our line of march and proceeded 
as far as Holmes' Plantation, about fifteen 
miles from last camp. Here we remained un- 
til Friday evening, April 24th, when we moved 
to Smith's Plantation, distant about seven 
miles, arriving there about 11 o'clock P. M.on 
Sunday, the 26th, when we embarked on board 
transports on Round-a-way Bayou, the course 
of which we followed until we finally entered 
the Mississippi river opposite Carthage, thence 
proceeded down the river to Perkins' Planta- 
tion, arriving there about 9 o'clock P. M. in a 
very severe storm. 

On Tuesday, April 28th, I received orders to 
embark four of my regiments and the 17th 
Ohio battery en transports and barges, to 
proceed fo a point as near Grand Gulf as prac- 
ticable, to act under Brig. Gen. Osterbtus, 
commanding 9th Division, 13th Army Corps; 
and as a reserve to his Division. I accordingly 
took with me the 16th and 67th Indi<tn% 83d 
Ohio, and 23d Wisconsin regiments, and em- 
barked upon barges and transports — leaving 
transportation of every description, even my 
own end field officers' horses; and proceeded to 
Haid t^nes Landing, opposite and above 
Grand Gulf, and remained during the unsuc- 
cessful attempt of tho gunboats to reduce 
Grand Gulf on Wednesday, April 29th. Boing 
person > on the gunboat General Price, 
tvhich h».i in tow a transport containing two 
cf my regiments, we stood out in the stream 
in constant readiness to avail ourselves of any 
advantage which might be gained by the gun- 
boats. 

The attempt to reduce the principal batte- 
ries proving a failure, we disembarked and 
marched across the bend to a point below 
Grand Gulf, where we encamped for tho ni*;ht. 
On the 30th we re-embarked (the gunboats 
and transports having run the blockade during 
the night), and proceeded to Bruinsburg, Miss , 
where we drew six days two thirds rations, 
and about 11 o'clock P. M. took up our line of 
march for Port Gibson, Miss. Marched stead- 
ily all night, and about sunrise we heard 
heavy and rapid cannonading in front, and 
shortly afterwards learned that our advance 
was warmly engaged with the enemy. Press- 
ing vigorously od, we reached the scene of 
the engagement about 7 o'clock, when I im- 
mediately formed in line of battle in the rear 
of Gen. Hovey's division, oar division consti- 
tuting the reserve. 

The part taken by my brigade in the battle 
of tbat day, while it did not lead to much loss, 
was very exhausting, from the necessity of 
rapidly shifting ground with a part or the 
whole of the brigade, as the weak points of 
our line successively presented themselves. I 
continued thus supporting the line until or- 
dered with my brigade further to the left, to 
relieve the 2d brigade under Col. Landrum, 
who bad fought desperately through the day, 
when we advanced further to the front than 
any other troops, driving the enemy from the 
bill. Night putting an end to that day'stight, 
our men sank exhausted upon the ground. 
They bad marched all night and fought all 
day in a burning sun and without having had 
a mouthful to eat since the previous evening. 

■ Next morning (May 2), by order of Gen. 
McClernand, I took the advance with my 
brigade and proceeded cautiously into Port 
Gibson, where I had the pleasure of raising 
the Stars and Stripes to tbeir wonted place of 
honor. The rear-guard of the enemy were 
retreating out of town, having fired the 
bridge over the South Fork, or Little Bayou 
Pierre. I had the 17th Ohio battery to open 
upon them, but they succeeded in making 
good their retreat, as we had no means of pur- 
suit. 

We remained at Port Gib3on until the 
morning of the 3d inst., when I was ordered t» 
take my brigade to the hills back of the town, 
as there were symptoms of the enemy coming 
in on our rear. Remaining in tbat position 
until 1 was satisfied there was no enemy near, 
I took up my line of march toward Willow 
Spripes. Late in the afte-noon, we crossed 
Big Bayou Pierre and went into camp absot 
dark. We remained in cnmpai ibia place un- 
til the morning of the 7th inst , when we 
marched to a point half a mile beyond Cayuga, 
where we remained until the morning of the 
12tb, when we countermarched to Cayuga, 
thence bt aring left in a westward direction for 
about ten miles, when we encamped for the 
night in line of battle near Fourteen-mile 
Crtek, six miles from Kdwarda's station. Next 
morning (13th) we marched back to the Jack- 
son road, a distance of about six miles. Here 
we n mained until the 15th, when, following 
General Blair's division, we marched to Ray- 
mond, about fifteen miles, getting into camp 
at 9 o'clock P. M. At daylight on the 16th, 
we marchid out on the Vicksburg road to- 
werds Edwards's station, my brigade being in 
the advance. 

About six miles out from Raymond we 
csme upon the enemy's pickets, when our 
line ot battle was quickly formed with heavy 
skirmishing parties in front. The batteries 
weie thrown into position and shelled the 
enemy's forces very successfully. We skir- 
mished along, gradually driving tho enemy 
before us, while our main force followed along 
the road until we reacied a water course, 
across which the bridge bad been broken 
down by the retreating enemy. 

Finding the enemy whs in retreat but a 
short distance ahead, and apprehending they 
might avail thtmselves of some prominent 
bills, from which they could sweep the plain 
we were in, I pushed my brigade rapidly 
ahead until the skirmishers began to find it 
a hot contest, and as we rose to the crest of 
the first bill, had abundant reason to con- 
giatulate myself for my speed — as the enemy 
had rallied and planted their battery on the 
second hill, not having had time to form on 
the first. T'uey poured in a most terrific fire 
of shot, shell, grape, and canister, but my 
m< n were well protected by the crest of the 
hill and my sharp-shooters kept them so much 
annoyed they had to abandon some of their 
guns. 

After repeated applications to Gen. Smith 
for reinforcements, both of infantry and ar- 
tillery. I finally succeeded in obtaining the 
19th Kentucky and 77th Illinois of Col. Lan- 
drum's brigade, who had been ready and im- 
patient awaiting orders to move forward. I 
also obtained two guns of the 17lh Ohio bat- 
tery, which had been preceded by part of the 
Mercantile Battery, both of which did ad- 
miiable execution. 

Receiving orders fr«m Gen. Smith through 
one of his staff to halt, I did so, holding the 
position I had gained. It was my conviction 
at the time, confirmed by all I have learned 
since, that properly supported by the division 
of General Blair, we could have captured the 
whole rebel force opposed to ua, and reached 
Edwards's Station before sunset! From priso- 
ners taken next day, we learned that after the 
loss of General Tilghman, who was killed by 
our batteries, they had attempted to run off 
tbeir artillery, but failing to do so, abandoned 
it, since which time we have obtained the 
guns, 12 pieces; also that the whole rebel force 
retreated in great disorder, it being impossi- 
ble for the officers to again form tbeir men 
into line, the rebel forces being cut complete- 
ly in two by the rapid advance of the brigade, 
entirely severing the division of the rebel 
General Loring from the remainder of their 
troops, compelling him to beat a hasty and 
disoiderly retreat to the left, where a timely 
advance of sufficient force must have resulted 
in their annihilation. 

The night after the battle the men lay on 
tbeir arms, hourly expecting an attack; the 
night passed quietly.bowever, and at daylight 
we moved on in line of battle, but soon had 
abundant evidence the rebels had skedaddled 
most hurriedly, leaving arms, ammunition, 
Ac, strewed by the road-side. 

Forming again in column, we moved on 
through Edwards's Station without further in- 
terruption. As we approached Black River, 
heavy firing became very audible. I received 
orders from General Smith to move rapidly 
forward, and take position on the left of Gen. 
Osterbaus' division. This done, we were or- 
dered forward in line of battle, arriving at 

■ the edge of the forest through which we hid 
advanced. I found we could not advance 
across the open field without changing front, 
as the enemy would have an enfilading fire 
upon my line. I rapidly changed front, so 
that my left would cover the enemy's works 
on the left of the cotton gin. Then I ordered 
a charge across the field, which was gallantly 
executed. When my skirmishers arrived 
within two hundred yards of the enemy, a 
while handkerchief was displayed on their 
entrenchments, upon which Lieut. Conover, 
my A. A. A. General, and Captain Keigwin, 
acting aid, who were in advance of the skir- 
misher?, rode forward and received the sur- 
render of the forces and colors of the 60th reg- 
iment Tennessee, under command of Lieut. 
Col. Gregg, and reported them to me. About 
the same time our forces took possession of 
the whole line of the enemy's works, they ra- 
treaiiDg across Big Black, and setting fire to 
the bridge. 

As it now became necessary t« build a 
bridge before we could cross, we remaiaed 
encamped if the enemy'sold works until the 
next day (Monday, May 18th), when we 
moved forward at about 11 o'clock A. M , 
my brigade again taking the advance. Wc 
proceeded very cautiously, apprehend 
attack every ■OStcnt - »i drcu^. 



emy could havo abandoned, without another 
effort, the exceedingly advantageous position 
and fortification afforded by tho natural con- 
formation of the ground. 

Wc soon learned from negroes there was ao 
enemy between us and Mt. Alban, a small 
place about half way between Black river and 
Vicksburg, which information we found cor- 
rect. About half a mile beyond Mt. Alban, 
we found a bridge so bnrt and broken as to be 
impassable, examination showing it would 
cause considerable delay to repair it so that 
artillery could pass over in safety. We there- 
fore made a considerable detour to the left, 
taking a route through the country, which, 
in the course of a couple of miles, struck the 
Baldwin Ferry road, which was the route we 
were seeking. Proceeding slowly and cau- 
tiously, we camped tljat night about two and 
a half miles from the enemy's works in rear of 
Vicksburg. 

Tuesday morning (May 19th), we again 
moved towards the fortifications until, when 
within one and a half miles off, their skirmish- 
ers began to appear. I immediately formed 
my four regiments in line of battle, on the 
right of the Vicksburg road, the 16th Indiana 
and 83d Ohio in front, supported by the 67th 
Indiana and 23d Wisconsin, and, covered by 
the crest of the hill, the 17th Ohio battery. I 
threw out a heavy force of skirmishers under 
command ot Maj. Redfield(16th Indiana X who 
gradually drove back the enemy's skirmish- 
ers, until I finally advanced my brigade to a 
ravine running at right angles with the rail- 
road, and in the rear of the hill on which is 
the cotton gin. As the enemy were driven fur- 
ther in, we advanced until within about four 
hundred yards of the forts. 

On the 20th received orders to bo in readi- 
ness to charge the enemy's works at 2 o'clock 
P. M. At the given signal the brigade, with 
tremendous cheering, rushed over the crest of 
the hill in front cf them, aud taking a mo- 
ment's breathing time, commenced the assent 
of the next hill. Finding it unadvisable to 
advance in line of battle on account of the 
greater exposure, I ordered the regiments for- 
ward by companies as skirmishers, in which 
way we succeeded in finally driving the great- 
er part of the enemy's sharpshooters within 
their entrenchments, my men lying immedi- 
ately under the works, and elfcctually silenc- 
ing the enemv's artillery. We maintained 
that position, keeping up a constant fire at 
every head that showed itself until 10 o'clock 
at night, when we were relieved by General 
Benton's brigade. It was fully 2 A. M. on the 
21st before 1 succeeded in withdrawing all my 
men. 

During all that day (21st) my men rested, 
occupying themselves in putting their arms in 
thorough order. On the morning of the 22d, 
I received orders to prepare for an assault on 
the enemy 's works at 10 o'clock A. M., to sup- 
port Gen. Benton's brigade. 

At the hour designated I had my four regi- 
ments arranged in order, the 67th Indiana oc- 
cupying the road passing down the hill to the 
right of the burnt chimneys, the 23d Wiscon- 
sin immediately in its rear, the 16th Indiana 
on the hillside of the ravine to the right and 
in front of said road, supported by the 83d 
Ohio. 

I advanced the regiments with a yell and a 
rush oyer the hill into the last ravine, and 
immediately commenced advancing up the 
bill, upon which is the fort we were attack- 
ing — three regiments of my command, the 
16th Indiana, 83d Ohio, and 67th Indiana, on 
the right of Gen. Benton's brigade, my left 
resting on the road, and the right extending 
along the crest of the hill in front of the fort, 
and not more than twenty steps from it. By 
10:30 A. M. we had silenced their batteries to 
a great extent, and the regiments had their 
colors flying against the walls of the fort. 
There being some symptoms of an attempt to 
turn our flanks, I sent fonr companies of the 
23d Wisconsin to support the 67th Indiana on 
the right, and the remaining six companies to 
the left in support of the 16th Indiana, 

While this was being done I received an 
order from Gen. Smith to send two regiments 
of my command to support Gen. Benton's 
left, but as this would reduce my force one 
half and leave my front terribly exposed, I 
immediately sent to Gen. Smith, representing 
these facts. His answer was: "It is an order 
from Gen. Carr. and must be obeyed." I 
again sent an aid to urge the state of the case, 
and received perm-ssion from Gen. Smith to 
retain my position; but shortly received an 
inquiry from Gen. Carr, why the regiments 
were not forthcoming? I then went myself 
to see Gen. McClernand, and represented to 
h!ni tbat it would be the destruction not 
only of hit regiments brrt of the whole front! 
fieri. McClernand. while oaaenr.ina mw 
statement, referred me to Gen. Carr, who 
commanded the advance. Notwithstanding 
my representations, Gen. Carr renewed his 
order concerning the regiments, and, telling 
bim 1 obeyed the order under protest, I re- 
turned to my command, and with a heavy 
and foreboding bcart gave the requisite order 
for the 23d Wisconsin and the 67th Indiana 
to withdraw from the ground which had been 
gained with so much labor, and maintained 
with such valor; thus leaving my two re- 
maining regiments (16th Indiana and 83d 
Ohio) unf upported. As I had anticipated and 
feared, the rebels finding the fire slackened 
and the line weakened in their front, opened 
a most destructive fire. 

On consultation with Gen. Benton, I deter- 
mined to take the responsibility of replacing 
my regiments without delay; but the work 
was now most difficult, as the rebels had the 
upper ho nd, and seemed determined to keep 
it. Just as I had ordered my regiments back, 
a message came from Gen. Carr, telling me to 
use my discretion about withdrawing my regi- 
ments. Such a message ten minutes before, 
or such consent, when I plead for it, would 
have saved a hundred lives! 

After repeated applications, I succeeded in 
getting permission to carry a piece of artillery 
to my front line. Accordingly, a gun from 
the Mercantile Battery was taken by a squad 
of the 23d W sconsin close up to the point held 
by the 16lh Indiana, and supported by the 
latter regiment, not more than twenty or 
twenty-five feet from the fort, against which 
it did admirable work. By this time the guns 
of my command had become so foul by con- 
stant firing that I was compelled to use cali- 
bre 54 in place of 58, the calibre of the arms. 

A brigade was sent us from General Quim- 
by's division, but owing to the ; r incautious 
manner of approaching, drew from the ene- 
my a most galling fire, both of musketry and 
artillery— followed by an attempt of the ene- 
my to charge; probably with a Tiew of cap- 
turing the guns we were using so effectually. 

The brigade reinforcing us broke and re- 
tired in great disorder! My brigade, now 
greatly reduced in strength, manfully held its 
gronnd, and the 16th Indiana prepared with 
fixed bayonets to recede the threatened 
charge; which, however, did not come. 

It was cow night, and hostilities for the 
most part ceased. We drew off o»r men after 
having maintained the ground tor nearly ten 
hours' continuous fighting. I am of the opin- 
ion that had we been reinforced at 12 M., or 
the demonstration kept up along the line to our 
light, thus preventing the enemy from mass- 
ing directly in our front, we could have gained 
a lodgement in the enemy's works. 

Since tbat time to the present date (May 24) 
nothing has transpired, the men quietly rest- 
ing on the days succeeding tho figbt. 

The 17th Ohio battery, attached to my bri- 
gade, in the action of the 20th and 22d, was 
almost entirely detached from my infantry, 
and hence they have not hitherto been men- 
tioned as frequently, perhaps, as was their 
due, and I take this opportunity to bear wil- 
ling testimony to the brilliancy of their work. 
Being frequently at the batteries with them, I 
repeatedly observed the unwearying assiduity 
with which the officers watched for a chance 
to injure the enemy, and the promptitude and 
enthusiasm with which the men responded to 
every call made upon them. 

I cannot close without commending with 
highest praise the gallantry of my staff offi- 
cers — Lieut. Conover, A. A. A. G ; Captain 
Keigwin and Lieut. Elliott, aids; and Lieut. 
Richardson, A. Insp. Gen. — who, through this 
long series of actions, have rentlered efficient 
aid and service in the fatiguiug duty of the 
field, or the more dangerous but exciting 
scenes of the battle-field. 

Lieut. Tolford, Acting Ordnance officer, 
with untiring energy kept not only my brig- 
ade but the whole division freely supplied 
with ammunition, and who has received mer- 
ited promotion. Lieut. Friedly filled the 
dcuble capacity of A. Q. M. aud A. C. S. with 
entire satisfaction — even in those places where 
it was difficult and almost impossible to ob- 
tain supplies. 

Where every officer and man acted with 
such bravery it is difficult to particularize, and 
I can only mention some instances of individ- 
ual gallantry which came under my personal 
observation. 

Col. Locas (16th Indiana) showed distin- 
guished courage in all the fight, more particu- 
larly an the 22d, where, notwithstanding he 
was wonnded three times, he continued to 
cheer on bis men with unabated vigor. 

For cool, resolute conrage Major Redfield, of 
the 16th Indiana, has stood conspicuous 
throughout the campaign. 

Col. Guppy ('.3d Wisconsin) and Col. Moore 
(83d Ohio) worked with the skill of thorough 
soldiers and the bravery of men who do not 
know fear. 

Col. Buehler (67th Indiana) remained with 
his men in the hottest ot the fiirce carnage of 
the 22d, and in fact the officers of all the regi- 
ments nobly did their duty. 

I am largely indebted to Major Montgomery 
and Capt De Grass (6th Missouri Cavalry), 
the latter of whom was wounded while con- 
veying messages for me during the assault of 
the 22d; also Lieut. Kensler U6th Indiana), 
wounded while acting A. D. C. on the "ti<> 
day.

Rol'in and Fuller died the year Defoe 
was born, 1661. Swift was born in 1667, the 
year Jeremy Taylor died. Locke and Sir 
Christopher Wren were both born in 1633. 
Bolingbroke and Addison were both born in' 
1672, two years before Miltcn died. Defoe 
died in 1713, tbe year Sterne was born. Bur- 
net died in 1714, the year Whitefield and- 
Shenstone were born. Leibnitz died in 1716, 
tbe year Garriek and Gray were born. Penn 
died 1718, the year Putnam and Brainard were 
born. Sir C. Wren died in 1723, the year in 
which Blackstone and Reynolds were born. 
Cowper was torn in 1731. Goldsmith was 
born in 1729. the year in which Steei die*

So 
was Robe rt Burns. A scheme of Pauti33cracy 
in 1795 came near bringing Southey, Cole- 
ridge, Lovell, and Burnet to America. Chau- 
cer was first of that long array of po»ts buried 
in Westminster Abbey, in 1400. The body 
of Dryden was deposited in the grave of 
Chaucer, just three centuries after his burial, 
in the year 1700. Goldsmith died two thou- 
sand pounds in debt. As proof of the won- 
derful memory of Thomas Fuller, it is 
said that he could repeat five hundred 
unconnected words after twice hearing 
them, and recite the whole of the 
signs in the principal street of Lon- 
don, after once passing through it and back 
e gain. Locke was banished as a tr aitor, and 
wrote his "Essay on the Human Understand- 
ing," sheltering himself in a Dutch Garret. 
Homer sang his own ballads. Virgil was so 
fond of salt that be seldom went without a 
boxful in his pocket. Addison, who is ac» 
knowledged to have been one of the most 
elegant writers that ever lived, was awkward- 
ly stupid in conversation. Handel was such 
a miser tbat he was frequently known to wear 
a shirt a month to save the expense of wash- 
ing. It is said that Dryden was always cup- 
ped and physicked previous to a grand effort 
at tragedy. He was a firm believer in astrolo- 
gy. It is said that Pitt required a great deal 
of sleep, seldom being able to do with less 
than ten or eleven honrs. Butler did not be- 
come an author until he was fifty years old 
Richardson, author of "Pamela," etc., did not 
begin to write till he was almost fifty years of 
age. Robert Ferguson died in an insane asy- 
lum. Tbe wife of Beattie, the poet, became 
insane and was confined in an asylum for 
some years. The Erst wife of Southey died 
insane. Chatterton put a period to his own 
life at the age of eighteen. Coleridge was for 
many years addicted to the use of opium. Sir 
William Jones was tbe master of twenty-eight 
languages. The father of Henry Kirke White 
was a butcher, as was also tbat of Car- 
dinal Woleey and the poet Akenside. White 
was auDre nticed tr> a Blocking weaver. 'Mont- 
gomery, at the age of fourteen, to a shopkeep- 
er. Crabbe was the son of a salt-master, or 
collector of salt duties Coleridge was the son 
ot a vicar. Samuel Rogers was a banker by 
profession. The father of Charles Lamb was 
servant and friend to one of tbe bachelors of 
tbe inner temple. Campbell was born in the 
sixty-seventh year of his father's age, and was 
the youngest of ten children. Keats was born 
in a livery stable, and was apprenticed at fif- 
teen to a surgeon. Alexander Wilson, the 
distinguished naturalist, was brought up to 
the trade of a weaver, but afterwards pre- 
ferred tbat of a pedlar, and after that was a 
schoolmaster. Robert Dodsley, who was the 
piejector of the "Annual Register" in which 
Burke was engaged, acd who was first to col- 
lect and republish tbe "Old Eaglish Plays" 
which formed the foundation of the "National 
Drama," raised himself from tbe low condition 
of a livery servant, to be one of the raostrespec- 
tableand influential menof histinie. Conova 
was the son of an old quarry man, and originally 
a laborer. Thorwaldsen, of a carver of 
ship heads. Samuel Rogers was fixed in his 
determination to become a poet by the perusal 
ot "Beattie's Minstrels," when only nine 
years of age. The Rev. Wm. Lisle liowlss 
enjoys the distinction of having delighted 
and inspired the genius of Coleridge. The 
study ol ' Percy's Reliques of English Poet- 
ry" gave the first impulse to the genius of Sir 
Walter Scott. He has also stated tbat the 
rich, humane, pathetic tenderness, and admira- 
ble tact of Miss Edgewoith's "Irish Portraits," 
led bim first to think that something co'ild be 
done, or attempted, for his own country, of tho 
same kind as she had so fortunately achieved 
for Ireland. During the lust six years of tbe 
life of Chalmers, his daily modicum of origi- 
nal composition was completed before break- 
fast, written in shorthand, and all done in bed. 
Milton frequently composed lying in bed in tbe 
mornings; but when be could not sleep, and 
lay av* ake whole nights, not one verse could 
be make. He would sometimes dictate forty 
lines in a breatb, und then reduce them to half 
the number. — Voice of the People.

Wiierias, We have ever regarded the pres- 
ent rebellion as wicked and without ciutc, 
and that we, as loyal citizens, felt it to be our 
duty to come to tbe assistance of the Govern- 
ment in putting down the same, and whereas, 
we are now engaged in the service of the 
country for the purpose of restoring the Union 
and the Constitution which our fathers left us,

Cincinnati, June 25. 

The Commercial has the following, dated 
near Vicksburg, June 17, via Cairo the 24th: 
The reinfotctments under Generals Hsrron, 
Parke, Washburn, Smith, and others, are 
taking positions, and will add greatly to the 
vigor of our operations. It is thought when 
their additional artillery opens the city cannot 
long withstand such a storm of iron. 

One or two of the principal forts appear de- 
serted. Fears are entertained of their being 
ready to blow up on our entrance. The rebels 
have been busy for weeks on an interior line 
of defence. , 

Its strength is only conjectured. With the 
outside forts in our possession it must prove 
untenable. 

Deserters repeat the old stories of short ra- 
tions, also that the entire garrison is a vast 
hospital. 

Skirmishing between the sharpshooters con- 
tinues day and night. 

Johnston is still at Canton, gathering an 
army. He has ventured on no general ad- 
vance yet. Troops are said to have been sent 
to him from Charleston, Mobile, and Savan- 
nah. We know part of Bragg's army to be 
here. 

Rosecran's inactivity is eliciting unfavorable 
con. menu. 

Nothing from Port Hudson. Weather clou ly 
and cooler. Army healthy, and being paid 
off. All permits to trade are revoked, and 
none but regular sutlers are allowed below 
Helena. No vinous, spirituous, or milt liiiuois 
are allowed to be shipped below Cairo. 

Near Vicksbdro, June 19, ) 
Via Cairo, June 21, j 
Mnjor-General John A. McClernand was 
relieved from tbe command of the 13th army 
corps last evening by Gen. Grant, and ordered 
to any point he may select in Illinois, whence 
he was to report to the War Department by 
letter. 

Major General Ord, severely wonnded in 
the leg last October in the battle of Metaraora 
on tbe Hutthie, has just reported to General 
Grant for duty. He succeeds Gen. McCler- 
nand in command. He has the reputation of 
being an able officer, and will doubtless bring 
that wing of the army into full sympathy and 
hearty co operation with the balance. 

Many IhiLgs are said to have conspired to 
induce Gen. McClernand s removal. Tardy 
obedience of orders in some instances, and 
positive disobedience in others are alleged as 
the cause in ainiy circles. 

A recent order of his published in the St. 
Louis Democrat, arrogating to himself and 
command all tbe credit of the present cam- 
paign, tons begetting dissatisfaction and bit- 
terness in other divisions of the army, may 
have hastened his removaL 

A detachme nt of rebel troop3, 10,000 strong, 
were driven from Richmond, La., three days 
ago and the village burned. Loss trifling in 
killed and wounded. Col. Mudd, of the 2d 
Illinois cavalry, was wounded severely in the 
neck and shoulder, but will recover. 

The enemy have plantcl mortars and 
thrown eleven-inch shells daily to the rear of 
General McPherson's army corps, with little 
efl'ect however. Our approaches are daily 
rushed forwaidto early completion. 

Skirmishing continues with little loss. Gsn. 
Johnston is believed to be at Canton still. The 
nrrival of our reinforcements will probably 
change his plans. 

The health and spirits of the army are 
good. Tbe weather has been pleasant the 
paet week. 

Haines's Bluff has been made impregnable, 
and the several crossings of Big Black River 
are considered so. 

Baltimore, June 24. 
Later reliable accounts from Frederick 3tate 
that there are no rebels near there, and that 
the force in the valley beyond South Moun- 
tain hes made no movement in this direction. 
There are no regiments east of Boonesboro, 
which is four miles west of South Mountain. 
Information at headquarters goes to confirm 
the previous accounts of a very heavy rebel 
force being in the valloy west of Boone3boro. 
They were moving northward, but it was not 
ascertained whether they were taking tho 
Chambersburg road or tho road leading to 
Gettysburg. The artillery accompanying 
this body of rebels is said to number sixty-six 
pieces. 

New York, June 24. 

A narritburg despatch to the Herald states 
that great alarm prevails there, and it is the 
opinion of Gens. Franklin and Couch that the 
rebels are now advancing with serious inten- 
tions on Harrisburg. Every .'preparation is 
made to receive them. 

Politicians leaving Judge Whitmore's, 
whose farm the rebels occupied at Greencastle, 
counted 18 pieces of artillery, and estimated 
the column at 30 000. 

A despatch dated Gleason's Station, five 
miles from Carlisle, states that our forces evac- 
uated Shipiiensbnrg at 10 o'clock. 

The enemy charged into town and fired 
some volleys, bnt no one was hurt. 

The rebels say they will be in Carlisle on 
Thursday. 

The enemy baited at Palmstown and our 
cavalry in front are about a mile from the 
rebels. Rebel cavalry went into Fayetteville 
last evening. The rebels take all the hats, 
wetchee, and money from persons and plunder 
private property. 

Tbe rebel pickets are reported at Leesborg 
to-day. 

Harrisbcro, June 24 — Midnight. 
The rebels are within 25 miles of Harris- 
burg. The enemy's column halted about 8 
miles the other side of Carlisle and went to 
camp. 

The authorities are in telegraphic communi- 
cation with Garrison's Station, two miles from 
the rebel pickets. Their lines are thought to 
be very strong. 

The result of to-morrow's operations ib 
look'. J W with much anxiety. A battle will 



undoubtedly be fought or the place be evacu- 
ated before to-morrow night. 

Everything quiet in the neighborhood of 
Gettysburg and Hanover Junction. 

Tbe rebel operator at 10 o'clock to-night 
attached the wires at McConnellsburg aud 
opened cemmunication with Pittsburg. He 
told a long story about Jenkins, and what he 
intended doing. There is no reliance placed 
on it. 

Cincinnati, June 25. 

The following despatch has been received by 
General Burnside from the expedition sent into 
East Tennessee: 

u Boston, June 23. — I arrived here with my 
commnndat 11 o'clock this morning. I struck 
the railroad nt Lenoire, destroyed the road up 
to Knc xville, and made demonstration against 
Knoxville so as to have the troops drawn from 
above; destroyed the track, and started for 
Strawtierry Plains; burnt State Creek bridge, 
312 feet long, and the Strawberry Plain bridge, 
1000 feet long, and also Mossy Creek bridge, 
325 feet long. 

I captured three pieces of artillery, *ome 
two hundred boxes of artillery ammunition, 
over D00 prisoners, ten hundred stand of arms, 
destroyed a large amount of salt, sugar, floar, 
meal, saltpetre, one saltpetre works, and other 
stores. 

My command is much fatigued. We have 
had but two nights' sleep since leaving Wil- 
liamsburg. The force in East Tennessee was 
larger than I bod supposed. I did not attack 
London bridge for reasons tbat I will explain. 

At Mossey Cree k I determined to return in 
the mountains. I had very great difficulties 
tbat were unexe.ec.ted. I found the Gap through 
which I intended to return strongly guarded 
with artillery and infantry, and blockaded 
with fallen timber. 

A forc e was also following in our rear. I 
deteimined to cross at Smith's Gap, which 1 
did. I will report more fully as soon as pos- 
sible.

Nhw York, June 25. 

The Herald's Baltimore correspondent states 
tbat the co operating corps of Lee, left behind 
at Fredericksburg, is to cross the lower Poto- 
mac at Budd's Ferry, Home twenty-five miles 
below Washington, and it has a complete set 
o.' pontoons ready for that purpose. 

[Special to tbe New York Tiraea.) 

Information received to-dav. renders it near- 
ly positive that the whole of Ewell's corps has 
been transferred to Maryland. This corps 
numbers about 23,000. 

Stuart's cavalry range up and down the 
valley, under the eastern shadows of the Blue 
Ridge. Pleasauton keeps a sharp lookout for 
him and slight skirmishes occur daily.

Fhbdbrick, Mi)., Juno 24. 

There is no longer any doubt that the rebels 
are in strong force this side of the Potomac, 
sad are marching into Pennsylvania. Refu- 
gees who arrived here this evening from near 
the Pennsylvania line, stale that this morning 
at 9 o'clock Early's division of Ewell's corps 
passed through Smithsburg on their way to 
Cbambersburg. 

Tbey had with them 16 pieces of artillery, 
rwo regiments of cavalry, and 11 of infantry, 
in all about 8,000 men. Gen. Rhodes s divi- 
sion took the Greencastle road from Uagers- 
town, and a third division of the enemy is re- 
ported advancing upon Mcrcersburg from the 
direction ot Hancock. 

Ewell commands in p»rson. Ho wai in Ha- 
geistown yesterday. 

The rebel army is accompanied by an im- 
mense wagon train, which would iudicate a 
movement more for the purpose of plunder 
then anything else. 

Tbe refcels evacuated South Mountain yes- 
terday, taking the road toward Greencastle. 
Orders have been issued by the rebel com- 
manders to spare the property of Marylanders, 
but when they arrive in Pennsylvania they 
shall have unbridled license to plunder and 
devastate. 

The rebel officers proclaim tbat it is their 
intention to march first upon Harrisburg and 
then on Philadelphia. Unorganized and in- 
experienced militia assembled for defence, 
tbey say, will form no barrier to their marsh 
through the State. 

Wasitinotos, June 24. 

Gen. Stahl with bis division of cavalry re- 
turned to camp this morning. Gen. Copeland, 
with two regiments of his brigade (the 5th and 
Gib Michigan cavalry ) became detached from 
the division at Warrenton, aud proceeded, un- 
der ordeis from Stahl, direct to Bealton, ou 
the Orange and Alexandria railroad, ami from 
thence to Fayetteville. From this point patrol- 
ing parties were despatched in all directions. 
Wurrenton Junction was visited; also No- 
lan's, Beverly, and Rappahannock Fords. 

Ccpelund then despatched two squadrons of 
cavalry across the Rappahannock river, who 
petroled up and down to a distance of two 
miles without discovering even a straggler from 
tbe rebel army. 

Citizens residing in this vicinity stated, on 
inquiry being made, tbat a body of one hun- 
dud or more rebel soldiers were seen in tbe 
neighborhood during the previous day, but 
bad departed. Their destination was unknown. 
The town ot Brentville was also patroled, but 
with no belter success. 

This reconnoissance develops the important 
fact tbat the rebel army of the Potomac does 
not occupy any portion of territory extending 
fioru Culpepper to. Warrenton, New Baltimore, 
White Plains, and Salina on the west, to Fred- 
eriiksburg on the east, to a distance of several 
milts south of the Rappahannock. 

An important capture has been made in the 
person of Col. Scruggs, commanding 85th 
Virginia State trooio, and senior officer of all 
State troops, iu Farquhar county.

In TBI Rear of Vicksbdro, Miss., ) 
June 16, 186J. J 

This is the 27th day of the siege of Vicks- 
burg. How many more will intervene before 
its fall, is yet hidden in the momentous future. 
The fate of nations and empires may rest on 
the result of this contest. Suppose "the siege 
to be raised, the Federal army whipped and 
annihalated; who for a moment could doubt 
Jeff Davis' claim fair for recognition into the 
family of nations? France is liable at any 
moment to do this, while England has no 
scruples against such a course; and if she 
should look through her financial spectacles 
and see a few shining golden eagles through 
tbe cracks of loose diplomacy, America would 
bear the roar of the British lion instanter. In 
either case, would our Government cry for 
quarters or an armistice? No! NevebI Tne 
great battle for existence and liberty, and a 
continuance of nationality, would then com- 
mence in earnest. On tho account of com- 
merce particularly, each side would soon look 
around for allies. Europe once engaged in 
warfare and her most powerful nations ar- 
rayed against eaeh othfr, each claiming in- 
terests on the North American continent; then 
Destiny do thy work I 

Is this supposed proposition an impossibil- 
ity? The pregnant future must answer. 
"Man proposes — God disposes 1" 

If we take things as we see and understand 
them, then have we no fear of the result at 
the present writing? Admiral Porter is thun- 
dering with bis heaviest guns on Vicksburg's 
front, and if the rebel works have been kept 
hot there, tbe rear must be near melting beat. 

Military matters in the rear may in truth be 
said to be in a forward state of completion. 
On our front (10th division, 13th corps) we are 
quite ready for any emergency. Gen. Bur- 
bridge, commanding 1st brigade, has acted as 
engineer in our principal works, offensive and 
dele nsive, and although be is not a scientific 
tcgineer of grade, his fine milimry eye does 
the outlines of advantageous positions quicker 
ihan instruments, and tbe next order is for a 
fatigue party to accomplish the practical part. 
He is not only deeply interested in the de- 
fences, but indefatigable, and is often out su- 
perintending working parties in this work 
until midnight. Col. Landrum, commanding 
rd brigade, is one of Kentucky's noblest ps^ . 
iriots, and has the welfare ot his country at 
henrt. He, too, is a laboring man, to which 
bis command will attest to a man. He has 
served long and faithfully; why is not tbat 
merited star forthcoming .' He is ever ready 
with bis command either to take tho stern 
battle front, or prompt to reinforce when call- 
ed upon. In this torn and tried army, where 
shall my praises cease? Brave officers and 
men are nil nround, and if Joe Johnston at- 
tempts to raise this siege he will pay very dear 
for his whistle. 

Gen. Burnside is reported to have arrived 
yesterday with his corps and at once assigned 
a boaitlon on tbe right, near the Yazoo, and 
not far it-moved from Haines's Bluffs. To Joe. 
Johnston, Bragg & Co., I would say — 
"Lay on, McDuff!" 

Three times have the enemy made efforts to 
cut their way through the cordon of our mus- 
ketry and artillery, and each time their sally 
was turned into a speedy skedaddle back to 
their works. If every part of the line was as 
well fortified and as closely guarded as tho 
front of the 10th division, 13lh corps, not a 
single reb, in any disguise or under any pre- 
text, save without arm!, could get in or out. 
Peniberton's communications with Johnston, 
and vice versa, would find Jordan a hard road 
to travel. Gen. Burbridge has caused a map 
to be gotten up representing every ravine, 
ridge, and knoll between 10th division front 
and tbe rebeJ notifications; also including 
their chain of forts, our own lines of rifle-pits, 
positions of batteries and single guns, and lo- 
cation of each regiment in camp. Such a map 
Is invaluable, and it is the only correct method 
by which a commanding officer can thorough- 
ly know bis position on the field of b*ltle 
over broken ground like this. 

Later, 0 P. if. — Shew-shew-shew-ew-ew! 
with a tail like a comet, but travelling much 
nearer this mundane sphere, came a rebel shell 
from Gen. Logan's front ou our left, and di- 
rectly over our quarters. Heretofore it had 
been quiet for an hour, and this flying visitor 
milking such a devil of a noise ratber dis- 
turbed our equanimity. Had hardly recovered 
from the first call, when over came another, 
and yet another in quick succession, nono 
bursting near us. A short lull then; a shell 
burst cn the ridge to our left. Two more fol- 
lowed suit. Bullets helped to vary the pro- 
gramme, and we began to feel much flittered 
tbat so much notice had been taken of our po- 
sition. Our batteries, which were doubtless 
the real objects of secesh's solicitude, opened 
on the spunky battery, and soon compelled a 
cessation of hostilities. During the firing we 
took awalk up on the bill near a couple of 
pet 30-pounder Parrotts. They made the wel- 
kin ring for a short time, as did a 61 on Mc- 
Pherson's front. The Admiral considering 
himself in the game, anticd two (bombs) and 
went three better. We now hayve mortars in 
the rear which do admirable execution, and 
arejust the things needed. 

Just before dark, a reb jumped out of his 
rifle-pit with a blanket slung over his shoul- 
ders and ran like a deer for our lines, his pace 
doubtless accelerated by the fire from his com- 
rades in the rear. He has not yet been report- 
ed to Headquarters. 

June 17, 1803. — Items. — I learned but recent- 
ly tbat a portion of General Burnside's troopa 
were landed at Miiliken's Bend, to chastise the 
force tinder McCullough. They at once 
marched on Richmond, caused the enemy to 
rapidly retreat, burnt the place and returned, 
all within two days, and did not lose a man. 

A rebel officer, taken yesterday by McPher- 
son's tioope, reports the besieged having full 
rations, and have no intentiou of surrender- 
ing while a shot is left or a bushel of meal! 
Spunky, isn't it? But we dnn't believe tha 
yarn. CADE2 ORION. 

A well known commander was drilling a 
brigade at "Kripple Kreek," Tenn., a short 
time since and in it was a slim portion of the 
"1159th Illinois." Quite a large number of 
this regiment have deserted upon every occa- 
sion offered, the men generally being very in- 
attentive. Tbe commanding officer of "all 
that is left of them ' was severely censured, 
the other day, for dereliction of duty. Tha 
General swore by the Eternal he wished the 
Colonel of the "1150th" would "</o home and 
join his regiment." 
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• The expedition nnder the command of 
Col. Saunders, which returned to Boston, Whit- 
ley county, on Wednesday, from an important 
and completely successful reconnoissance 
through Eastern Tennessee, must be regarded 
as one ol the best planned anil executed of the 
war. Starting irom Williamsburg, in this State, 
he struck the East Tennessee and Georgia Rail- 
road at Lenoire, in Roano county, and de- 
stroyed the track as far up as Knoxville. Here 
he made a demonstration against the latter 
place, which had the effect to draw the reb'.l 
troops from above to its defence ; then eluding 
them, he passed on toward Strawberry Plains, 
on the border of Knox and Jefferson coun- 
ties, burned the bridge there sixteen 
hundred feet long, and also Slate Creek 
bridge, three hundred and twelve feet 
long. Ee then pushed forward to Mossy 
Creek, and destroyed the bridge three hundred 
andtwenty-fivefeetoverit. By this b»ld move- 
ment sixty miies of railroad were rendered 
useless, and 2,237 feet of bridging over three 
important streams. From this point he re- 
turned to the mountains with three captured 
pieces of artillery, two hundred boxes of ar- 
tillery ammunition, over five hundred prison- 
ers, and one thousand stand of arms, and after 
having destroyed large quantities of military 
stores and saltpetre works. 

This result will render the position of Bragg 
very insecure, and if, as we perceive is the 
case, there has been a corresponding move- 
ment on the railroads in North Alabama or 
Mississippi, he will have the most important 
avenues of escape closed upon him. All this 
looks auspicious for a forward movement by 
Kosecrans, and all the indications are prepar- 
ing us for speedy intelligence of the onward 
march of the Army of the Cumberland. The 
position of Bragg in Middle Tennessee is 
■doubtless isolated; he can receive no reinforce- 
ments or supplies from the east until the 
damages done by Col. Saunders are repaired, 
and it will take long and hard work to do this, 
while from the west he can expect no aid, for 
Johnston has his bands full to take care of 
himself. We are much pleased with the looks 
of things on the rebel flanks, and hope soon 
to be able to record some glorious results as 
the necessary consequences ef Col. Saunders's 
activity. 

Tns Positiok.— Wo have not unfreqnently 
expected to receive, very soon, intelligence 
of vastly important events almost simultane- 
ously from various directions. Now we are 
expecting such things, and, this time, we feel 
very sure that we shall not be disappointed. 
We think that our expectation or the public's 
can scarcely be too much excited. 

The army of Gen. Rosecrans at Murfreesboro 
has, it is believed, been for some time prepar- 
ing to advance. We have heard that it began 
to advance on Tuesday morning. Having no 
official information of the fact, we of course 
cannot vouch for it. But we have no doubt 
that the gallant General-in-Chief of the Army 
of the Cumberland has raised or is raising the 
cry of "Onward." Of the position and 
strength of the opposing army under the 
command of Bragg we know nothing. Some 
of our military men think that he has been 
greatly weakened by the sending of reinforce- 
ments to Johnston in Mississippi, and others 
think as confidently that he has spared 
none of the strength of his army, but, on 
the contrary, has daily been adding to the 
xiumber of his troops. Our chief trust in 
the case is in the military sagacity of Gen. 
Kosecrans and in his means oi information. 
If he decides to advance, as we suppose he 
sloes, we have a strong and deep trust that 
his movement, although he may be opposed 
by a skilful and wary and resolute General 
and a brave and veteran army, will be a great 
and triumphant success, for fa knows that the 
success of his movement is almost a necessity 
to the United States — that his defeat, while of 
course not fatal, would be one of th. most 
terrible of calamities to our country. 

Certainly great events are about taking 
place in Middle Tennessee; momentous con- 
sequences must depend upon them. There is 
hardly any telling what, so far as we in the 
West arc concerned, does not depend upon 
them. We are concerned in them for infi- 
nitely more than our own lives and fortunes. 

Of the affairs at and around Vicksburg and 
Port Hudson, the public can judge, from the 
facts published, as well as we can. Perhaps 
our armies before these places have suffered 
greater disasters than we have information of, 
but there is, we believe, an absolute certainty, 
that those strongholds are invested without 
any probability of relief, and, that both, either 
from storm or famine, will be in our possession 
in a very few days or hours. There seems to 
be no fear of Gen. Johnston at Vicksburg, 
and there is evidently no apprehension of any 
outside force at Port Hudson; and certainly 
nothing but outside forces can save those two 
tremendons and all-important rebel positions. 
From those quarters we expect the most favor- 
able results. We do not believe that we can 
be disappointed. 

There is, however, the position in the North. 
We know not what to say of that. Immense 
movements are going on there. Our military 
affairs there, managed by mere politiciaas and 
not very wise ones, have been badly misman- 
aged. Gen. Ilooker, the blusterer and the 
failure, is still In command of our vast Army 
of the Potomac, and Gen. Milroy, who lately 
said, that, after putting down the rebellion, he 
would have the army put its foot upan the 
whole conservative party of the North, has, un- 
der the most disgraceful circumstances, been 
beaten, whipped, whipped shamefully, whilst 
entrenched in his own position, commanding 
ten or twelve thousand men who certainly, if 
well commanded, might and would have re- 
sisted everything opposed to them. 

As matters are, we do not know, we cannot 
know, what to expect from the North. 
The immense rebel armies, led by skil- 
ful Generals, appear to be advancing 
upon Baltimore and Philadelphia, whilst 
Hooker's army seems entirely unable to 
make the slightest opposition to them, and 
the President and Secretary of War and 
General-in-Chief and Cabinet appear to think 
of nothing but the fate of Washington. 

We hope most earnestly that the Northern 
invasion is not what it seems to be, or that it 
may be most promptly and powerfully re- 
sisted. Still, if the Northern States find 
themselves to be invaded, we all know that 
there will be from that source such an out- 
pouring for the suppression of the rebellion, 
as never entered into rebel dreams. 



Rebel insolenco is like a ring or a wo- 
man's tongue; it has no end to it. 

g»3>"' We have in the field enough regiments 
and enough officers, but not enough men. 
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Ifeg- Nothing in the history of this war is 
more disgraceful than the capture of Winches- 
ter. Gen. Milroy, the officer in command, is 
the same man who some months since wrote 
the infamous letter threatening to bring home 
to Indiana his division to massacre his Demo- 
cratic neighbor?. A more vile and demoniac 
missive v. nj never penned by madman or lu- 
natic Without the slightest military capaci- 
ty, ne owes his appointment solely to his in- 
sane, radical abolitionism. In the second bat- 
tle of Bull Run the evidonce before a court of 
inquiry shows that he acted like a madman 
and a fool. He says himself in his evidence: 
"I told him (McDowell) that I was not fight- 
ing with General Sigel's corps; that my bri- 
gade had got out of ammunition some time 
before, and gone to the rear, and that I 
had been fighting with half a dozen different 
biigades, and that I had not inquired whose 
or to what particular corps they belonged." 
Brig. Gen.. Buchanan testified in regard to his 
conduct that " his manner was very excited, 
and every one inquired who that wa3 rushing 
about so wildly. I left him haranguing and 
gesticulating most emphatically; but after- 
wards found him giving orders to a portion of 
my brigade. His own brigade was not near 
there, and he seemed to be rushing about the 
field without any special aim or object, unless 
it was to assist in the performance of other 
officers' duties." And Gen. McDowell himself 
says: "When he spoke to me he was in a frenzy, 
not accountable scarcely for what he said, and 
attracted the attention of every one by his 
unseemly conduct." All this evidence was 
in point and before the War Department, 
and yet in the face of it this madman was ac- 
tually promoted to a Major-GeneraUhip and 
entrusted with the command of sevea thou- 
sand men and the defence of a point as impor- 
tant as Winchester. 

Will it be believed that he is still entrusted 
with a command? Strange to say and hard 
to believe, it is even bo, and he is now in com- 
mand of a iarge force in Western Virginia. 

The following from the correspondence of 
the New York Herald shows the fearful ex- 
tent of onr losses at Winchester: 

Our losses have indeed been terrible. Not 
a thing was saved except that which was 
worn or carried upon the persons of the troops. 
Three entire batteries or field artillery and 
one battery of siege guns — all the artillery of 
the command, in fact — about two hundred 
and eighty wagons, over twelve hundred 
horses and mules, all the commissary and 
quartermaster's stores and ammunition of all 
kinds, over six thousand muskets and sm«U 
arms without stint, the privato baggage of the 
officers and men, all fell into the hands of the 
enemy. Of the seven thousand men of the 
command but from sixteen hundred to two 
thousand have as yet arrived here, leaving to 
be accounted for over five thousand men. 
These comprise the list of horrors, except the 
names of the killed and wounded, which it is 
impossible to ascertain, as the slain remained 
unbiiried and the wounded unsurgeoned wher* 
they fell. 

Not a soldier of the command has a change 
of clothing, except he has bought it here, bor- 
rowed it uf a more fortunate comrade in arms, 
or "pressed" it; but happily the number who 
would be apt to obtain supplies.by the last- 
mentioned method is small. Many of the poor 
bearers of shoulder-straps are going around 
with exceedingly long faces, moaning, not like 
Racbael for her children, but for their other 
selves, whom the exigencies of the occasion 

{irevented them from taking away. Quite a 
arge number of the officers had their wives 
with them, and these unfortunate Indies are 
still in Winchester (if they have not been sent 
to Richmond), not knowing whether their 
husbands are dead or alive, prisoners, or safe 
among their companions in camp. A very 
large portion of the command are without 
tents or blankets, as the Quartermaster's de- 
partment at this point was not overstocked 
when they arrived, and there has been no rail- 
road communication since with the market. 

So much for placing a madman in command 
simply because his madness includes fanatical 
abolitionism among its vagaries. 

Here is a man who, at Bull Run No. 2, 
abandons hig own brigade and wanders round 
like a madman, haranguing and gesticula- 
ting and issuing orders to any one who would 
listen to him, and who, as McDowell testifies, 
"attracted the attention of every one by his 
unseemly conduct" — promoted immediately 
afterward and placed in command of Win- 
chester. There he suffers himself to bo sur- 
prised, surrounded, and finally cut to pieces 
and his command dispersed like a flock of 
sheep, he himself not stopping until he reached 
Baltimore; and, to crown all, he is immediate- 
ly placed in command of another division I 

Are we indeed a doomed people, that such 
madness rules in high places? 

|@"The Confederacy is like a mouse trap, 
well baited to get its victims in, but, once in, 
all egress is debarred. Kentucky disdained 
the tempting allurement, and our State has 
been laid waste by way of punishment. 
North Carolina, on the other hand, though 
it saw the danger and was eloquently warned 
against the rash act, took the f..Ml step which 
has enmeshed it in the toils of a military des- 
potism from which there seems to be no escape. 
Governor Vance and the Legislature of 
that State have been too liberal in their views 
to suit the putative President of the rebel gov- 
ernment; its people begin to see the great in- 
justice which the poorer classes must suffer 
by the enactment of laws which exempt 
the rich from conscription, and compel those 
who are not property holders to light the war 
in the exclusive interests of the extensive 
planters and large landed proprietors. North 
Carolina therefore threatens to secede from 
secession and to resume her State sovereignty, 
but Jeff Davis threatens to lay that State 
waste if any effort is made to take it out of 
the Confederacy. The Supreme Court of North 
Carolina decided in favor of liberating a con- 
script named Irwin, who had procured a sub- 
stitute, but Jeff Davis has set aside this deci- 
sion and claims the vassal service of the legally 
liberated conscript. The State has determined 
that Irwin shall receive the protection which 
he has claimed, and to carry out this deter- 
mination there will doubtless be an appeal 
for assistance to the Union army. Advices 
from Newbern assert that General Foster, 
the Federal commanding officer, could raise 
seventy-five thousand troops for service in his 
department, if he were to obtain the necessa- 
ry authority. North Carolina would flock 
almost en masse to the U iion standard and 
resist the tyrannical encroachments of Davis 
and his unprecedented interference with the 
judicial decisions of its courts of final resort. 
North Carolina, Florida, Louisiana, Tennes- 
see, Virginia, and Missouri have commenced 
the process of disintegration, and the indica- 
tions are that the sham government pro- 
claimed at Montgomery and thus far support- 
ed by force will fall to pieces of its own cor- 
ruption and rottenness before long.

The recent raids into Indiana, Mary- 
land, and Pennsylvania exemplify the condi- 
tion of society which would follow a recogni- 
tion of the independence of the Confederacy. 
The question of boundary could not be settled 
without bloodshed, as there is no natural 
frontier line to mark the division ; a parallel 
of latitude would be so jealously watched for 
fear of infringement that a soldier must guard 
every rod of the established frontier; while the 
border belt would become a nursery for lawless 
adventurers, who, like the cowboys of the 
Revolution, would plunder all parties indis- 
criminately. A border war is always cruel 
and sanguinary, because it is not waged by 
the fixed rules which humanity has imposed 
for the government of belligerents, and where 
it does exist there is no safety for life and 
property, because there is no law but the law 
of force recognized by those who are 
the participants. Fancied wrongs, as well 
as actual injuries, would be redressed by 
rai^s and forays. If the North lost a 
sheep, the South must deliver a hog in 
recompense, and if the South lost a slave, iU 
whole armies would be ready to invade the 
North. If ever the great avenue of neutrality 
is established, where the people of two sepa- 
rate republics can meet without quarrelling, 
we may erect there a temple to Janus, who 
presides over all avenues; but if he holds a 
key in one hand he has a rod in the other, 
which betokens that transit and punishment 
arc both to be expected from his jurisdiction. 
We may safely presume that the gates of this 
temple will be alway3 open, unless we can be 
blessed with a Nnma to draw his inspira- 
tions from ft goddess, or an Augustus, 
lo bring ftbeut a new golden age; with- 



out these, the portals of the temple can never 
be closed as the Bigu of peace. There is no 
delueion more fatal than the idea that any 
permanent pacification can result from the di- 
vision of the Union. Such a step would lead 
to endless war and unprecedented barbarities. 
The cause of liberty and free institutions is 
involved in the preservation of the Union 
intact, while ruin, desolation, and anarchy 
will inevitably follow its dissolution. We 
can then have but one aim, the restoration of 
the Union, the maintenance of the Constitu- 
tion, and the enforcement of the laws over all 
the country.

A LonsviLLUM's Experience in Dixie.— We 
have conversed with a very intelligent and re- 
liable gentleman, who left this city early in 
February last, and has been in the South ever 
since. Immediately after his arrival he en- 
listed in the Confederate army, and deserted 
it a month ago — made] his way through our 
lines, and returned here on Friday last. His 
"ccounts of the condition of affairs there gen- 
rally are deplorable in the extreme, and ure 
deed worse than any history we have yet 
He was, when in the army, a hospital 
ard, and, being perfectly free to go and 
one as he chose, his opportunities for obser- 
tion have been much greater than they would 
Lave been otherwise. A perfect reign of ter- 
~or has taken hold of the country, and the peo- 
ple flee from impending conscription, hiding 
in the hills and rocks, preferring, in most 
cases, a death by the slow process of starva- 
tion than being forced into the Confederate 
army. The conscript officers hunt them down 
with greyhounds and cavalry — in some local- 
ities dragging them cruelly from their hiding 
places, and in any case death is the summary 
punishment for a refusal to accompany their 
burtal captors. Ilegives us an ilustration where 
one man fled to the mountains in Tennessee 
for protection from the conscript act, taking 
with him his wife and little children, and, 
when accidentally found by the aid of the 
hounds, he was dragged forth and cruelly shot 
because he begged to be released, or permitted 
to come>£MTth. 

people, civilians outside of the army, say 
jat they are subjugated, while the soldiers 
are indifferent, and have no opinion whatever, 
and do precisely as they are told, to do, believ- 
* that they have no right to think for them- 
or, if they have, are afraid to give ex- 
ion to their thoughts. The officers are 
U in favor of monarchy, despising with all 
their might and soul any government after 
the fashion of the old one, and say that no 
earthly power shall ever again compel them 
to submit to a reconstruction of the Union on 
its old basis — nothing short of a monarchy, 
and that after the most tyrannical model, will 
satisfy them. A fearful state of destitution 
and want exists among the men, women, 
and children. Clothing is rarely ever 
found, and, when it is, it is held at such 
exhorbitant prices that three-fourths of the 
people are unable to buy. Fool is not to be 
had for love or money. He tells us that, at 
one time, he had been without a mouthful to 
eat for four days, and that, accidentally find- 
ing one individual who had a loaf of bread, he 
bought it at the enormous figure of three dol- 
lars and a half. 

he soldiers in most cases are as indiffbr- 
h off as the citizens, though they are cared 
before everybody else. They are com- 
piled to buy their own clothing, aul for that 
1 urpose receive fifty-two dollars commutation 
money, which will not purchase one single 
ruit; and, unless some friend furnishes them 
with the necessary articles, they have to do 
without. They would all desert if not fearful 
of being recaptured, as in that case death is 
jure and speedy. 

Our informant was arrested at Tullahoma, 
lust March, charged with being a spy, and was 
tried by court-martial, but as no evidence was 
adduced against him, he was released and 
severely reprimanded. Thirteen others were 
tried at the same time, condemned to death, 
and subsequently executed. Among the num- 
ber was a young man from this city named 
Overton, son of Mrs. Sarah Overton, a widow, 
residing on East street. He was shot on the 
19th of April, and buried near Tullahoma, 
Tenn. He was one of the unfortunate young 
men induced to leave this Slate and go South 
by that arch-traitor Buckner, and has met the 
reward of his wickedness, poor fellow, by an 
untimely death at the guilty hanJs of those 
im he deserted hia country in an hour of 
to serve. 

The army South has been consolidated, and 
Sometimes there was not men enough in five 
regiments to make a single one full to its 
maximum.

No. 5 from Headquarters 23d Army Corps, 
dated Louisville, Ky., June 18, 1863, is pub- 
lished for the information of all concerned; 

General Ordert No. 3. 

1, All officer* of the Twenty third Army Corp* ap- 
pearing in Louisville, Ky., for any canso, or by any 
authority whatsoever, are required to register their 
names in the Assistant Adjutant General's ufllce, at 
General Boyle's lload<iuarters, where they will receive 
(if entitled to it)acertiflcatetn -t they are abtant frern 
their poets cr commands by proper and competent au- 
thority. 

Any officer of the Corps found in Lonisville twenty- 
four hours after the publication of this order, and any 
onecomiiig there afterwards, without proper author- 
ity, will tie sent to their croman'is m arrest, and 
charg s fur disobedience id' orders and absence without 
leave will be preferred against them. 

No officer has authority to order or permit any of 
bis coniniiuid to go beyond the limits of his own juris- 
diction. When the Interests of the service reouire an 
oflieer or soldier to go beyond the limits of the cm- 
mum) In which he is serviug, the command inii officer 
will apply, throuifh his superior commanding officers,

Ijuarter.i u st.itcluent of the case, giving 
tho reasons Tor u_ necessity, and his orders in tho 
caso. 

To carry out the instructions of the »w. B 
orders, all officers of the 23d Army Corp3 and 
of all commands whatsoever, who are now or 
may hereafter be in the city of Louisville, 
will, within twenty-four hoars after their 
arrival, register their names at the office of 
the Post Commandant. 

On satisfactory assurance from the officers 
thus registering their names that they are ab- 
sent from thr.m pests or .commands by proper 
end competent authority, Col. Marc Munay, 
Post Commandant, will issue to them cerlifi- 
cates to that effect, staling by who3e authority 
they are absent and the length of time they 
are permitted to remain iu the city. 

Col. MundT is also charged with the execu- 
tion of the remaining provisions of the fore- 
going extract from General Orders No. 5, and 
wlil extend these to the case3 of all officers 
apuearing in the city. 

Daily reports wi 1 be made from the office 
of thePost Commandant to these Headquar- 
ters of the names of all officers who arrive in 
the city, and the authority and business upon 
which they are absent from their commands, 
and special reports will be made of the case of 
each officer arres:ed and sent back to his com- 
mand that chartres may be preferred against 
him for disobedience of orders and absence 
without leave.

Baltimore, June 25. 
Informntion received bere this morning 
from Western Maryland is to the following 
purport: 

Gen. Lee is said to bare passed through 
Winchc ster on Friday. The entire rebel army 
was then in motion, claiming to be 100,000 
strong. 

Ewell was at Hageretown on Monday, and 
On Tuesday he marched for Pennsylvania. 

I.ongstreet'? troops were about crossing tho 
Pctomac, and were to be on this side on 
Wednesday. 

The rebel programme, according to a highly 
intelligent sympathizer just from Western 
Mar} land, is that Hill s forces were to occupy 
Gen. Hooker's attention until the main body 
of the rvbel army were well on the way. 
The rebel army would then move rapidly 
North, having in the meanwhile supplied 
themselves with fresh horses from Maryland 
and Pennsylvania. The rebels expected to 
capture Harrisburg almost without opposition 
and move on Philadelphia. 

All the rebel officers have been newly un ! - 
formed and equipped, and their advanced 
forces made to pie.-ent a very fine appearance. 

Ewell told his men to pay liberally for ev- 
ir)tliirig, and that, although the people might 
turn up tbeir noses at rebel money now, they 
would soon be glad to get it. These repre- 
sentations are sent for what they are worth. 
However extravagant and sensational they 
may aypear, they are truthful representati jin 
ol the hopes and expectations of intelligent 
and thinking rebels. 

Philadelphia, June 25. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company has 
received a despatch, dated Carlisle, 1 1 o'clock 
this morning, which says the rebels com- 
menced moving at 10 o'clock this morning, 
and their advance was then eight miles off. 

Later. — 1 P. M. — Business partially sus- 
pended in this city to-day. The receipts and 
shipments of goods by the Pennsylvania rail- 
road is temporarily suspended. The rebels 
have ten regiments, with artillery and cav- 
alry, on the South Mountain, beyond Gettys-

Baltimore, June 25, 2:30 P. M. 

J 'urine the whole of last night, and np to 
the present time, long trains of wagons, laden 
with goods and household furniture, have en- 
tered the city. Farmers are flocking in with 
their horses, and also any number of contra- 
bands of all ages. There are about 200 ne- 
groes between here and Carlisle, cn the way. 
Many are packing their goods for shipment. 
The matter of declaring martial law is under 
consideration, to prevent able-bodied men 
from leaving the city. 

WAsniBaTOM, Jnne 23. 

The Republican, in an extra to-day, says a 
gentleman arrived here this morning who left 
Hagerstown at sii o'clock Monday morning. 
He saw Ewell s forces, composing the left 
wing of Lee's army, pass through that place.

That tbe imMtiri, iwi«tani txMMors, collector*, and. 
deputy collector*, appointed, or who mar he app >lat- 
• d, nndsr the proviitlonB of an art »n titled "An aai to 
provide internal roTwme to support tbs Ck>Tero«i nl 
and to p*y interest « n ths puMm iifat," approTtd Julf 
first, eighteen hnndred and elxty-two, and all mibto- 
vjuent act* in relation thereto which have b«eu or m*y 
be enacted, ara hereby authorized and empowered to 
administer t aihn or affirmations in atl cases *>hsrs 
tbe tame arc or may b» required t>y the act* as afore- 
said: J'rorided, That no fees 9 hail be charged or al- 
low^ i bereft r.

sramf*, or dtanipfd raF*>\ ▼■'Hum, or parchment, mc- 
cmding to the provision* of the Internal revenue law* 
referred to in the pro:* dins sociloo, under such regu- 
lations and conditions as he may from time to time 
presrritio, nod without rr^uirina payment la advance 
therefor, anything in existing laws to the contrary 
notwithstanding : Provided, That no g eater eonimU- 
slon tthnll tealiowfd than is now provided for by law. 

Sec. 3. And f> it further enacted. That no instrument,
